THE city has advertised for propo 


sals for "furnishing and putting in 
-^'working order a pump and wind- 
"mill for the well in.the City Hull 
"grounds." Bids will be opened al 
the next meeting of the Council, 
July 27, 1874. 
It is time some 


arrangement was made for furnishing 
the City Hall grounds with water. 
During the past year some fifty dol- 
lars' worth of grass seed has been 
sown upon-these grounds, :ind wasted, 
for want of water. There is an ex 
cellent well upon the grounds, nnc 
u good wind-mill and primp will fur- 
nish all the water needed for irriga- 
ting purposes, and also supply tho 
'City Hall. . It would be advisable, 
after the necessary water has been 
procured, to engage the services of a 
competent man to take charge o5 the 
grounds, and perform the duties of 
janitor to the City Hall. 
Such a 


man could be engaged for $60 per 
month. Under the system in vogue 
—that of having the work done by 
prisoners in charge of u policeman or 
two—it costs the city about four 
times as much aa it would to hire a 
man expressly to take care of the 
grounds. Then there would be the 
saving of a janitor's salary of S50 
per month, and $40 per month from 
a policeman's stipend. 


THEY WILL COMMENCE. 


Jubt now there is much mention of 


the coming University exeruses. 
They will occupy th« most of next 
week. Report says that from seven- 
teen to twenty-two young wen will 
be tinned out of the University of 
Jalifomin, 
clothed in 
the usual 


raduating garment—a sheep-skin, 
metaphorically speaking. 


The subject is suggestive to an un- 


usual degree. This score of h'ue 
youth are supposed to go forth in tho 
cold world, with eyes opened, not 
unlike our first parents, after eating 
the forbidden fruit. The distinguish- 
ing difference will be, that the former 
will go out singly—the latter were 
somewhat married and settled. 1'er- 
chance the lady students of the Uni- 
versity will double-team and innko it 
more pleasant for some of the boyb. 


There is a good deul, or there may 


be nothing to speak of, in this turn- 
ing out a lot of youngsters with haads 
full of text-books chiefly, and nothing 
particular of a practical nature. The 
country is getting crowded with 
what we are pleased to call profes- 
sional men -lawyers, doctors and di- 
vines. An honest calling is the last 
ihing on the programme with the 
average college graduate. He prefers 
to profess something. 


The agricultural attachment of our 


University has not arrived at that 
state of perfection, as to leave its im- 
press in blazing letters upon the 
graduates about to go forth in quest 
of adventure in the game of life ; but 
in view of the Granger movement, 
perhaps some little good has been ac- 
complished in that direction. 


It matters not so much whether the 


students have been specially stuffed 
with book knowledge of farming. If 
that industry has been held up to 
them as a most laudable calling first 
and last, something will have beca 
done to turn attention away from life 
in the cities, and the top-heavy ten- 
dencies of the State. 


There is raore need of a healthy 


sentiment on this score at present, 
than a chemical edvication as thor- 
ough as that of Liebig. The lowest 
Chinamen will produce more vege- 
tables to the acre than the average 
American. 


But we will be belter able to strike 


a balance with the boys, after we 
have heard their coming exercises.

morning entered upon its twentieth 
volume. As a newspaper, the Chron- 
icle stands at the head of the San 
Francisco press in every particular. 
It has become a permanent institu- 
tion, and its rivals would do well to 
admit the fact, painful and severe as 
it may be, and- strive to equal the 
Chronicle in energy, enterprise and 
general excellence.

explain. 
Experience is the best 


teacher and the safest guide, and our 
five months' experience has demon- 
strated that an entirely gratuitous 
paper in this city is impracticable in 
many important respects. 
We have 


decided to charge for the TBTBUXE- 
not liccauso of tho revenue oxpecfed 
to be derived—the price, five cents a 
week, will not more than cover the 
cxpc-usc of delivery—but, in a word, 
to •'legitimatize" tho publication.

jhat labor is worth just what it will 
bring to-day—not to-morrow.

He did 
not deny the right of societies of try- 
ing to set up a universal standard of 
wages and houis, but that the capi-

In view of this man's position just

What 11 a Defective Flue » 


Acouespondentof the Cmurmnti 


Comma cial guea the following piac- 
ticnl answer to this question 


The question is often asked "What 


in H defective fine'" It is a flue that 
has open, uuplnsteiecl pints, in tlio 
brick-n o rk through -which flume or 
gpaika can pass, into the spaces be- 
tween floors or ceilings, or in vhich 
eoot can accumulate and take fire If 
the joints in the bricks of the flue are 
carefully cohered with mortar, no 
joist built into or touching it, and no 
floor or wood-woik allowed to conie 
iu contact -with it, the owner of such 
fluecrm retne to sleep with a mind 
at ease on that score 
Safe fhies in 


houses bmlt by contiact are excep- 
tions, as, the contractor sub-lets to 
the brick-lnyer, and he does not feel 
responsible to the owner, who gets a 
defective flue imlesB he stands by and 
bosses the job. If he does not he 
must chance it. I have had some 
eight or ten flues built for ovens heat- 
ed to a white heat, but have always 
stood by to see that every joint was 
well closed, as, the first flue I used 
fired the building. The last one I 
built •was so dangerous.— passing 
through a hay loft— that rather than 
treat it to others, I bmlt it myself, 
and although it made the loft un- 
bearably hot, I felt perfectly safe. 
and used it for three years constant- 
ly. Another cause of frequent fires 
is the careless use of matches A 
porter in « store goes into a darl 
cellar or upper story, goes with a lot 
of matches to strike while hunting 
what h« wants, the match is throwt 
down, if it goes out, good; if not, nnc 
there is straw, paper, shavings, moss 
or rags lying around loose, presto 
there yon have a spontaneous com- 
bustion. Always take a lantern, anc 
let it be a globe lantern, fed with larc 
or sperm oil. In looking back through 
a business life in Cincinnati of thir- 
ty years, I find that there originated 
eight fires on my premises ; all, 
however, got under without calling 
out the engines. Only once was I 
burned out, thanks to a neighbor 
Once, defective flue; twice, defectivi 
stove-pipes, once, pan of hot ashes 
left on floor over night (Biddy) 
once, hot ashes in an out-houni 
(Biddy); once' wood coals spilled on 
a floor (Biddy) ; twice, matches use3 
and thrown on shavmga.
